Scientists hav e dev elo ped so me ex ­ 
cellent raticides recently , but they 
are still to o deadly and to o po tent 
to be released generally to the public. 
Until these can be made av ailable 
safely , fo lks sho uld make the best 
use o f the co ntro ls they hav e at 
hand.

Co tto n o ffers Tex as its chief ho pe fo r increased pro du ctio n o f feeds 
critcally needed by liv esto ck in 1 9 4 6, acco rding to the Tex as co tto n pro ­ 
du ctio n co mmittee. 
Hamlin area farmers are pu tting max imu m acreag es 
in the g ro u nd this spring . 
Pro spectiv e planting s o f o ther majo r feed cro ps in Tex as fo r |19 46, 
co mpared with 19 45, indicate redu ctio ns o f eig ht per cent in co rn, 10 per 
cent in all so rg hu ms, fiv e per cent in o ats, 10 per cent in peanu ts and six 
per cent in all tame hay , acco rding to the U. S. Department o f Ag ricu ltu re. 
“Increased co tto n acreag e and pro du ctio n can do mu ch to o ffset these 
decreases in feed cro p planting s by su pply ing mo re co tto nseed meal, cake j 
and hu lls fo r liv esto ck o n Tex as farms and ranches,” the co mmittee po inted 
o u t. 
“There is still time to plant mo re co tto n acreag e in many sectio ns, 
and plenty o f time in all sectio ns to fo llo w' the sev en-step Ex tensio n Serv ice 
pro g ram w’hich will help to increase the y ield per acre and su ppily o f co tto n­ 
seed feed pro du cts, co tto nseed o il and o ther needed fiber and seed pro du cts.” 
With present prices o f lint and co tto nseed, and the acu te demand fo r 
their pro du cts, assu ring a larg e v alu e per acre fo r the 19 46 cro p if y ields 
are fav o rable, it will pay Hamlin area farmers to fo llo w clean cro p plans, 
redu ce insect damag e and fo llo w o ther practices that increase y ields, the 
co mmittee asserts.

As Threat to Health 


There are many persons who nat- 
unally hctord any thing and ’ev ery ­ 
thing, including old clothes, box es 
and 
other useless articles, Hamlin 
people are reminded, some of which 
constitute no greater danger than a 
possible fire hazard, but a v ery real 
danger is present when this tendency 
is applied to hoarding old medicine 
in any form. 
Most medicine finds itself into the 
home through a doctor’s prescribing 
it for some specific illness. 
For the 
sake of safety ,’ left-ov er medicines 
should 
be 
destroy ed 
immediately 
when they hav e fulfilled their pur­ 
po se and nev er be stored in the medi­ 
cine cabinet for future unprescribed 
use in case o f ano ther illness, acco rd­ 
ing to Dr. 
Geo rg e 
W . Co x , state 
health o fficer. 
“ Self medicatio n with the u se o f 
left-o v er dru g s which were o f g reat 
benefit to so me prev io u s illness can 
so metimes tu rn a simple ailment into 
a v ery serio u s co nditio n o f actu al 
po . -o ning ,” Dr. Co x said. 
“ This i? 
particu larly tru e o f the indiscrimi­ 
nate u se o f su lfa dru g s which hav e 
been prescribed fo r so me prev io u s 
specific co nditio n. 
“ It is wise to u se medicines as 
indicated fo r the illness fo r which 
they art prescribed by y o u r do cto r, 
and when they are no lo ng er needed 
destro y the remaining medicine im­ 
mediately ,” Dr. Co x said. 
“ Ev en if 
y o u ex pect a retu rn o f the same 
co nditio n 
at so me fu tu re date, 
it 
wo u ld be better to o btain new medi­ 
cine if the co nditio n recu rs than to 
retain this o ld medicine in the cabi­ 
net and su bject the members o f y o u r 
family to the dang er o f u sing it u n­ 
wisely .”

Hamlin area know that their social 
security tax deductions are building 
up a retirement fund for them, many 
do not realize that they also may 
hav e some v ery v aluable family insur­ 
ance protection under the 
old-age 
and surv iv ors’ insurance sy stem. 
This sy stem, according to a state­ 
ment made this week to The Herald 
by Ralph T. Fisher, manager of the 
Social Security Board office in Abi­ 
lene, prov ides monthly pay ments to 
sev eral classes of dependent surv iv 
ods. These include minor children up 
to the age of 18 , the y oung widow 
with these children in her care, the 
widow at age 6 5, and— under certain 
conditions— the dependent parents at 
age 6 5. 
In many families, particu­ 
larly those in which the children are 
small, the insurance protection under 
social security is equal to a $10,006 
to $15,000 policy . 
The Herald is asked 
to adv ise 
people of this territory that the So­ 
cial Security Board now has av ail­ 
able a new booklet which describes 
the surv iv ors’ insurance features of 
the plan, as well as the retirement 
prov isions.

If all high school 
hoys and girls could be trained in 
correct driving practices, obviously it 
would not be many years until virtu­ 
ally every driver q*i the road would 
know what he was doing.

second or third time within the last several years. 
Not only are the present needs for water supplied in the three city 
lakes near Hamlin, but provision for nominal city growth for years to 
come has been arranged for. 
Every time other cities experience water 
shortages we are prone to pat ourselves on the back for foresightedness 
in building ample lake facilities. 
And water for domestic use is not all.

COTON PRODUCTION IN 1946 NEEDED

Hamlin area farmers are putting maximum act cages 
in the ground this spring. 
Prospective plantings of other major feed crop? in Texas for 
compared with 1945, indicate reductions of eight per cent in corn, IO per 
cent in all sorghums, five per cent in oats, IO per cent in peanuts and six 
per cent in all tame hay, according to the U. S. Department of Agriculture. 


“ Increased cotton acreage and production can do much to offset these 
decreases in feed crop plantings by supplying more cottonseed meal, c a k e 
and hulls for livestock on Texas farms and ranches,’’ the committee pointed 
out. 
“ There is still time to plant more cotton acreage in many sections, 
and plenty of time in all sections to follow’ the seven-step Extension Service 
program which will help to increase the yield per acre and supply of cotton­ 
seed feed products, cottonseed oil and ether needed fiber and seed products.” 
With present prices of lint and cottonseed, and the acute demand for 
their products, assuring a large value per acre for the 1946 crop if yields 
are favorable, it will pay Hamlin area farmers to follow clean crop plans, 
reduct1 insect damage and follow other practices that increase yields, the 
committee asserts. 
“ Texas farm income and feed supply in 1946 depend to a >.arge extent 
upon the cotton crop now being produced,’’ caid the committee’s report, 
“and everything that can be done to increase poduetion will benefit cotton 
producers, livestock raisers and the state as a whole.”
